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INAUGURAL SPEECH. 

[The editor of the Evening Post, has published an 
able and spirited review of Mr. Jefierson’s second 
inaugural speech.

LONDON, MARCH 1. 

A report was generally prevalent in 
London on Saturday, that the Dutch had 
revolted at the Cape of Good-Hope, had 
{ucceeded in overpowering the Govern- 
ment, and had hoifted Englith colors. 

This report might have been confidered 
as deferving of little credit, had it not been 
backed by ftrong circumftances from Hol- 
land, communicated by a gentleman who 
arrived in the courfe of the day, and on 
whofe veracity, we are aflured, perfe& re- 
liance may be placed. ‘ 

The Spanith brig E! Rofario, from Ve- 
ra Cruz, laden witha valuable cargo, and 
having on board 80,000 dollars, has been 
taken by the Uranie, of 933 guns, and fent 
into Plymouth. The Spanifh brig Caro- 
line, with a valuable cargo from the Ha- 
vanna, has been captured by the Pallas, of 
32 guns, and fent into the fame place. 

Saturday afternoon the Endymion ‘fri- 
gate, Hon. Capt. Paget, arrived at Portf- 
mouth, with the following Spamth fhips, 
which are very richly laden :—Ecce Ho- 
' mo, from Rio-de-la-Plata; Ategarafa,

not deem worth carrying off. 

While Capt, Oliver was at Point'Petre, 
he fays that 14 valuable prizes. had been 
brought in, exclufive of thofe taken-at 
Dominique, &c. and that fome of them 
were part of the Cork fleet, One fhip and 
cargo confifting of dry goods and provif- 
jons, fold for 150,000). flerling ; another 
ofthe prize fhips had on board 550 pipes 
Madeira wine, and three large brigs were 
loaded with provifions and dry goods. 
One of the prize fhips, an Indiaman, was 
fitting out as a privateer, fhe mounts 96

et ae tothe deteftion of the for- 
ger, fecrecy was preferved, and the 234 
of Auguft, 1805, a check was prefented 
atthe bank by a black free man, of the 
name of Charles Lange. 
“The black man was feized and commit- 
ted to cuftody, when he made adepofition, 
that the check was fept by Don Jolep 
Cabrera, his matter. : 

The circumftance was immediately com- 
municated by letter to the Marquis Cafa 
Yrujo, by the cafhier of the Bank, noti- 
tying only the feizure of the black man, 
who had been committed to gaol. . ' 

And the prefident of the Bank notified 
the governor of the trania€tion as it flood, 
but not demanded any, flep to be taken, as 
the occurrence appeared to involye a quef- 
tion on the law of nations.. 

The Spanith ambaffador requefted . the 
governor to confine Don Cabrera in the 
debtors’ apartment, till he fhould advife 
his court. “Soon after Don J. Cabrera 
wrote tothe minifter protefting his inno. 
cence, an&® {fered to wave his priviledge, 
in order that he might obtain a {peedy trial 
before a flate court. Upon the commnu- 
nication of this requeft of Don J. Cabre- 
ra’s by the minifter to the governor, regu- 

_lar procefs was iffued againft the prifoner 
by the attorney general, a bill prefented 
and found by the grand jury for forgery, 
and bail demanded in 2000 dollars. Don 
J. Cabrera not being able to procure this 
bail, was obliged to remain under con. 
finement.» He then defired that he might 
be fent home to be tried by the laws of his 
own country ; in purfuance of which the 
minifter applied to the governor, and he 
direéted the attorney general to enter a nol. 
(e profegut on the bill tound againft him. 
Don J. Cabrera applied tothe fecretary of 
the ftate for the inteterence of the govern- 
ment of the United States. But what has 
been dene has not tran{pired. Under thefe 
circumftances an application was made to 
the Circuit Court tor Don. J Cabrera’s en- 
largement—the application was made by 
Mr. 8. Levy, fupported by Mr. Heatley. 

The Attorney General (J. B. M’Kean) 
urged that the court had no jurifdiétion, 
and that the affair was entirely between 
Mr. Cabrera and the Spanith governmant, 
tor whofe orders the minifter mnuft wait. 

Mr. Ingerfoll on behalt of the Bank, 
urged that they were to be confidered as 
having no intereft whatever in the appli- 
cation either for or againft. 

Mr. S. Levy went into the argument at 
great length to fhew that the prifoner was 
entitled to the benefit of the Habeas Cor-
